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*JTIE recem Execution of the 
Spanish communist Julian Gri- 
mau in the teeth of world dis¬ 
approval. and the tightening up of 
press censorship after a period of 
relative ’'freedom"—at least so far 
as the foreign press was concerned, 
has given rise to speculations of a 
change in the regime at lop level 
Last Sunday's Observer prominently 
featured a report “by a Special Cor¬ 
respondent'" the gist of which is that 
Franco is now so seriously ill that 
he has lost his grip on affairs as 
well as his Cabinet. It appears Lhat 
the Council of Ministers debated the 
fate of the Communist Grimau for 
14 hours, during which time Franco 
did not utter a single word, and it 
was only by a majority of one vote 
that GricnaiTs fate was sealed. Ail 
the military tine lading the Vice- 
President. Munoz Gtandes who 
voted out “of solidarity" with his 
fellow military, though arguing 
throughout in favour of clemency) 
and two civilians, voted for the ap¬ 
plication of the death penalty. The 
Observers' correspondent points out 
that "Tf Genera I Franco is not 
capable of backing up his vice- 
president in a short term question 
such as this, it is thought unlikely 
that his authority will be sufficient 
to ensure an automatic succession" 

If the Observer's facts are correct 
it would appear that the ageing 
-General 

in recent weeks has been pushed more 
and more into the hand* of a clique of 
aid-timer*. headed by Sr. Carrera Blanco, 
who want to maintain the status quo 
regardless of consequences 

The question that springs to 
mind is to ask where will these

“old-timers' 1 look for their support. 
Of course they can count on the 
Army leaders and the powerful 
Sections of the Church, landowners 
and industrialists, but is there any 
reason to believe that in 1963 they 
can hold down the Spanish people 
any more successfully than in 1936, 
without outside support? Last time 
it was the Italian and German dic¬ 
tators. Who will it be this time? 


France? fde Gaulle s brusque call- 
i rig-off of trade talks wiili Spain 
following the ex ecu-ion of Grimau 
does not promise well though on 
the other hand de Gaulle has shown 
willingness to make life difficult for 
the Spanish refugees in France in 
return for a tightening up on OAS 
activities in Spain, What intrigues 
are currently taking place between 
OAS, French militarists and the 


Spanish “old-timers"?). It is how¬ 
ever much more likely that the 
Spanish reactionaries are looking to 
the United States for supporL if and 
when the explosion takes place in 
Spain, As it is the regimes has 
been kept going by large injections 
of do liar-aid, and the army “mod¬ 
ernised" (at least by Spanish stand¬ 
ards! and communications improv¬ 
ed, again by the Americans, whose

actual presence at the various bases 
teased to them by Franco, could be 
of value to the reactionaries in the 
event of American intervention in 
any struggle that might result from 
a political coup-d'etat. 

Once one starts speculating there 
is no end to the possibilities and 
probabilities. After all one has not 
mentioned Russia’s reactions, which 
will have an important bearing on 
the United Stales’ and so on. What 
should be exercising the thought and 
activities of all those who still be¬ 
lieve in the Spanish peoples’ ability 
to free themselves from their local 
tyrants is to prepare a world opinion 
which if and when the cl ask comes, 
will be strong and militant enough 
to prevent Spain from becoming a 
pawn in the game of power politics, 
another Cuba or Congo, The 
ground should be prepared now. If 
we wait until something happens 
then once again all the best will n 
the world, the fine sentiments and 
the bandages and condensed milk 
will stir the best feelings m human¬ 
ity. but it will be too late. The 
tragedy of the Left is that it takes 
up causes when it is already too late 
or help th?m,_

Mr. Butler, completely whitewashed 
them. At the ome. n was not known 
Lhat anyone actually believed the report 
except the police uffiaat* who uivcsu- 
gated the affair, the Royal t ummitsiuii 
who investigated them and the Home 
Secretary. 

However, n leem* a* if lire G«u rduui* 
Leader writer waa alto taken in, trnce 
he ll vet. Lhe former incident without any 
obvious logic, to oppose holding an 
inquiry into Lhe present one 

In faev an official inquiry, an deman¬ 
ded by the Manchester Trade* Council 
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would not be effective in discovering 
the facts and carrying out remedies, not 
because there were no incident* that 
deserve wide publication and exposure, 
but because an official inquiry, by its 
very nature, is inhibited from achieving 
this object. Not only are its members 
invariably drawn from circles in 
sympathy with the state, but its exig¬ 
ence starts from the premise that it is 
right for police to try to control demon¬ 
strations with, no doubt, the minimum 
of necessary violence, and that it is 


wrong lor the people who are subjected 
to the pretensions of authority to protest 
against them, in any but the most polite 
of demonstrations. 

An alternative way of tackling the 
matter, would be that the people who 
are concerned about the use of provo¬ 
cative violence by the police, and as the 
Guardian points out these are not con¬ 
fined to the immediate recipients of it, 
should hold their own public inquiry, 
A similar suggestion was made in the 
editorial columns of| Freedom at the 
time of the government inquiry into the 
execution of Timothy Evans, which simi¬ 
larly concluded that no miscarriage of 
justice had occurred, 'a conclusion that 
in retrospect reflects as little credit to 


the committee as the whole affair does 
to the state and its machinery of 
"'just ice 1 ’. 

An unofficial inquiry of this type 
would have no legal status, no power 
to compel witnesses to attend, and no 
power Lo jail those who refused to 
answer it 3 or who expressed their con¬ 
tempt of it. Nevertheless, these facts 
could be made into points of strength, 
not weakness, if it was conducted openly, 
in the spirit of an attempt to determine 
the truth, and to let participants in the 
demonstration from all sides put their 
points of view without distortion or in¬ 
terruption. tt could represent an appli¬ 
cation of the idea Lhat the liberation

With 
these plans in mind and with mi increas¬ 
ing labour force, a shorter working week 
is essential not only in the building in¬ 
dustry, but all round, far the change* 
in methods of court ruction are occurring 
now and wilt be continual Full em¬ 
ployment can only be maintained by a 
cut in hour*. At the moment the labour 
force is kept down by Lhc payment of 
Overtime, a sole of affairs with which 
the unions comply. 

The Commission tells us that the 40- 
hour week is contrary to lhc national 
interest (i>. the Government and the 
employers), but ihe interest of workers 
in all industries IS a shorter working week 
and Iho aim of the rank and Die union 
members should be to achieve it now,

Spanish Embassy 
Demonstration 

The London Federation of Anarchists 
supported by a number of Spanish com* 
radcs, held a demonstration outside the 
Spanish Embassy last Saturday. About 
80 people turned up to show their 
solidarity with out Spanish comrades 
who arc suffering long years of im¬ 
prisonment in Franco's gaols without 
anything like a fair trial, 

Thu police were there in force sup¬ 
ported by the 'hurry-up' wagon and 
prevented the first arrivals of comrades 
from occupying the island tn the road 
directly in front uf the embassy. We 
argued for some time with the police 
over using the island, but they seemed 
to think that we would be a little too 
near the embassy for iU continued safety. 
We were slowly forced off the island 
onto the pavement round the garden 
enclosure. As more comrades arrived we 
started lo walk up and down with our 
banners and posters* 

Throughout the demonstration, the 
police stood in a line in the road at 
six yard interval* flanking us. A further 
lino equally spaced out stood on the edge 
of the kerb guarding their precious 
island in Ihe road. Reinforcements 
were ready round the corner in case of 
need, a need that did not arise. The 
demonstration was held almost in silence 
which was broken only by occasional 
cat-calls from passers by.

mit Lee of I OCT. wrote the editors. 'Is 
floundering, and hoping for an inspired 
gimmick to catch the headlines once 
more.” In actual fact r! was “Spies for 
Peace” who produced rather more than 
a gimmick with a responsible and brave 
document that was identified with the 
Committee of I GO, 

This pamphlet wa$ a boost to the 
direct actionists within the whole of 
CND and gave the March an impetus 
that energised everyone. Without this 
pamphlet the Aldermaston March would 
probably have been written off. 

In short the "Spies for Peace" pam¬ 
phlet* whose anonymous authors 1 
salute, has helped to orientate that sec¬ 
tion of the CND which is not wedded 
to the Labour Party. 

This orientation was carried a 
step further by the militant demonstra¬ 
tions by the London Federation of Anar¬ 
chists and some supporters of the Com¬ 
mittee Of 100 on Easter Saturday and 
Easter Monday. 

In reflecting on this very useful and 
worthwhile Monday demonstration, 
which has brought more publicity to 
the anarchist movement than anything I 
can remember it must be admitted that 
some Of the actions by this final march 
might require some criticism. 

Yet the point we made on Easter Mon¬ 
day. as we marched collectively through 
the streets of London, was thaL a section 
of the Aldermaston March was not being 
pushed around anymore by the leader¬ 
ship of CND. 

ft was apt indeed thal the head of 
the Aldermaston March had split away 
from the main body—for this is exactly 
what has happened in fact. I am not 
saying that the majority of the March 
was in favour of our militant demon¬ 
stration, yet it remains true that many 
mom are wavering into a committed

position, led, to some extent, by revolu¬ 
tionists. 

What was the real significance for thc 
anarchtsl movement of our Easter Mon¬ 
day demonstration? Was it sensible? 
Or stupid? Were we justified in taking 
our own initiative in ibis way contrary 
to the advice of the CND leader? 

1 feel the significance of our march 
was in its collectivity—it was a demon¬ 
stration by the anarchist movement. The 
armchair anarchists and especially, 1 am 
j-tSir's. the “permanent protesters" ml! 
point out how foolhardy we were, some 
pacifists will criticise us for the violence 
that took place. What was the use of a 
militant demonstration? 

Firstly the effect on the marchers 
should be examined; this march was a 
morale-bo osier—it was revolutionary 
action, disobedient, direct and effective* 
We broke police cordon after police 
cordon, we '"held" the streets of London 
for a while* We asserted ourselves, our 
power, our humanity and our determin¬ 
ation. 

Secondly, the effect on the public has 
been one of publicity for the anarchist 
movement* Of course, it was not wholly 
good publicity, but one does not, in a 
revolutionary movement, get good pub¬ 
licity from the organs of mass media. 

Thirdly, the effect on CND and the 
Committee of 100 will be, to some 
extent, salutary. This is due to the 
virility of our demonstration, jt was an 
example—propaganda by deed—of effec¬ 
tive! action by some 1,000 determined 
people, standing up to the police, lacking 
in docility and apathy. 

The violence that took place was very 
slight, occasioned}' usually by Ihe police. 
Yet it was not a non-violent demonstra¬ 
tion. But, so what? The obsessive 
non-violence credo is not entirely praise¬ 
worthy. 

There are dangers in non-violent 
action as there are in violem action. It 
h true, that in the eyes of some we will 
be discredited due to the distorted pic¬ 
ture presented of our demonstration in 
the mass media, but the rigid self-control 
of some non-violent adherents is un¬ 
attractive to the anarchist. Violence 
dues not just spring out of human 
beings and the natural read ions of hit¬ 
ting hack are healthy ones. Self-defence 
is sometimes justified. 

Even so there were some unfortunate 
incidents and a little intimidation of the 
police. One of two ugly actions mod 
not have occurred. 

Now, having made an impact, we 
should not he $j tale to follow up with 
continual argument and discussion of 
anarchism. Especially, I fed, we should 
continue to widen Ihe seupc of the Com¬ 
mittee of I(XI into a full-scale libertarian 
movement. We must not merely con¬ 
centrate on the Bomb, all hough it can 
hardly not continue in be the main 
issue n| debate. 

What has now emerged from this 
Alder mas ton march is the dual image 
of the CND movement One is eon 
stitulional and inclined to the Labour 


Pariy T the other J is unconstitutional and 
inclined to revolution. It is strange that 
Canon Collins in his uncharitable man¬ 
ner* should refer i to us as cranks, being 
himself a mem hereof a religion founded 
by an undoubted crank! yet if one is to 
question fundamagals e heir unorthodox 
views need not ilarm thinking people. 

Perhaps we *an say that now* in 
Britain, Ihe anarAist movement has at 
last found its seise of direction, that it 
is not an armeftyir cylt and that it is 
having a re£l on ihe world of 

action and ideas* Unlike the myopic 
bureaucratic notions of the CND hier¬ 
archy* our anew* >teps towards peace 
may actually Cprm to fruition. The 
justification for our direct action not 
only lies in the fa.ti that the Aldermaston 
March originated from direct actionist 
elements, it also lies in the fact that 
Lhs CND hierarchy remains unrespon¬ 
sive to rank and file pressure for indus¬ 
trial action. 

The CND IN* ement of sheep—our

You claim 
that "if the police had used truncheons 
or dogs, there would have been an im¬ 
mediate and effective sit-down*" Bv 
“effective" sit-down do you mean a sit- 
down In which one thousand demonstra- 
1 tors were arrested? Arrests occur at 
! thc rate that the police want them to, 

1 And so it is nonsense to declare that 
“about a thousand of alJ kinds nf poli¬ 
tically Conscious people fn th4 n ffhiiaTtT- 
alist movement proved conclusively that 
they possessed the road for as long as 
they wanted", because having sat down, 
it is only a matter of police time before 
everyone is picked up and carted off. 
These people proved their point only 
for as long as they stood up and resisted 
arrest. They went through police cor¬ 
dons—showing their contempt for the 
state and the police that maintain it— 
they didn’t sit down passively and accept 
the right of the state to arrest them 
and dispose of them at its own leisure. 
A sit-down in the event of the police 
using "truncheons or dogs", whether it 
was ‘effective’ or not* would have led 
to the arrests of the demonstrators, and 
thus the demonstration against the power 
and right of the state to dispose of our 
lives as it wishes, would have failed 
dismally* 

The Jesson to be learnt from the 
"dosing indidem" of the march, is that 
to be successful* those who demonstrate 
against the authority of governments and 
states, must be prepared to actively 
oppose at all levels the instruments of

This does not stop me deploring 
any steps backwards the CND may take 
from its already hopelessly inadequate 
‘liberal’ policy* My point was that the 
CND was a meeting ground, at group 
level, for people of very varied beliefs 
(a thing which no one, surely, will de¬ 
plore) and a breeding ground for genu¬ 
ine dissent and therefore worthwhile.

Of course the culmination of the 
AjLh'rmasfon march in * *vpicjui in 
Hyde Park following a lew hours dreary 
trek around London in contingents small 
enough to accommodate traffic and per* 
haps to allow the police to feel secure, 
is meaningless and results in feelings of 
frustration; feelings doubtless stronger 
in the more deeply committed and per¬ 
haps nearer the surface in the younger. 
This year to exacerbate this unrest there 
had been the excitement of R.5.G.-6 and 
of the struggle for the leadership going 
on through out the march. 

Some show of disaffection might, then, 
have been expected, and the form it 
look, of attempting for a limited stretch 
to take sole possession of the streets 
and make anything less than an ambu¬ 
lance or a fire engine wait a couple of 
hours or find an alternative route, might 
not seem so very vicious and might not 
merit the outcries of “Violence!" which 
came from the press. Neither docs it 
merit the aura of a famous victory spun 
round the episode by Freedom's front- 
page editorial article and 1 think some 
aspects should be questioned. 

ft is dishonest to pretend that this 
"taking over the road" was not a separ¬ 
ate demonstration; jt was premeditated 
and merely separate from the one which 
had been agitated for throughout the 
march and had. by the "feeling of the 
meeting" held to discuss this, been post¬ 
poned until after the CN.D, march* 
And, despite the historical facts of the 
formation and growth of the campaign, 
and the growing revolt against C.N D. 
leadership and policy, this remained at 
that moment C.N.D.'s march in that 
most of Lhe people there were there 
because il was the C.N D. demonstra¬ 
tion. They would not have been march¬ 
ing in a demonstration called and organ¬ 
ised by the F.L.A. or any one of a 
number of constituent bodies of this 
march. There was at least a chance 
that the police, who did not know what 
the independent demonstration intended 
to do, might have panicked and taken 
action against the main march. 

The breakaway action in which the 
F.L.A. figured prominently would not 
appear to have been any more meaning¬ 
ful in relation to the abolition of 
nuclear weapons than was the mere show 
of numbers of the C.N.D. Its lesson 
says Freedom, was that "we could 
possess the road for as long as we wanted 
to". I think a second lesson is that we 
and our main propaganda medium need 
to give some slight care lest the popular 
image of us os uncreating lovers of dis¬ 
order and violence become our true fact 
London T April 23.

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ILLUSIONS 

QU R correspondence columns this 
week reflect the very consider¬ 
able interest aroused by the un¬ 
official demonstrations which en¬ 
livened the Aldmeraston march this 
Easter, but it is quite clear that our 
comrades are not unanimous cilher 
in their appraisal of the anarchist 
participation or in the way it was 
treated in the last issue of FREEDOM* 

What we published on our front 
page were first-hand accounts of 
what happened at R S.G.-6 and 
during the last stages of the March 
in Central London, written by com¬ 
rades whose objectivity we have no 
reason to doubt and whose word wc 
would trust in preference to that of 
the professional newsmen, the timid 
legalists or the police. Of course 
their accounts of the “incidents'’ can 
be said to lack a sense of pro¬ 
portion, and we must plead “guilty” 
to connivance in splashing these 
items all over the front page. For 
this we make no apology. Would 
that all events could be described 
by those who actually participatein 
them! There would be much less 
cynicism in the Press and there 
would still be plenty of lime to 
analyse, to have second thoughts, to 
pul events in their proper perspec¬ 
tive. and to draw the lessons. When 
Tony Weaver, one of our critical 
correspondents, describes the report 
as “a talc of over-excited school- 
children who have got past the pre¬ 
fects and are masturbating in 
public” and goes on to ask “why do 
jtfu revel jo saiJfJmg with the police 
and imagine this to be some kind of 
achievement?” he shows only too 
dearly, in our opinion, that however 
sincere he may he in Ms desire for 
a social revolution he remains ob¬ 
livious to the massive entrenched, 
built-in. forces with which the privi¬ 
leged minority in our society have 
surrounded themselves to resist; to 
disarm (morally speaking) and dis¬ 
credit all senous attempts to change 
society radically. 

Tony Weaver's letter, the more 
we study it the more does it appear 
as the epitome of middle-class 
pacifism. Apart from the obvious 
middle-class analogy in which the 
people are ‘"schoolchildren” and 
the police “prefects”, not to mention 
"masturbation”, the public school 
“vice”—one cannot overlook the 
scathing reference to “the aggressive 
attempt to get the better of’ the 
police or fail to compare it with 
“the responsible and effective” re¬ 
velations of the Spies for Peace 
which was “the result of patient in¬ 
vestigation and timely release of 
information”. As if the revelations 
of the Spies for Peace was not a 
scuffle with another section of the 
security forces—except that it was 
carried out with kid gloves, at 
cock tail-party-level rather than in 
the streets where the scuffles with 
the police generally take place. Wc 
do not deny the publicity value of 
the RSG revelations we acclaimed 
them in our last editorial—but, un¬ 
like Tony Weaver and his friends, 
we also acclaim confrontation be¬ 
tween. even a section of. the people 
and the police, when it occurs, for 
the latter no less lhan the former 
tends io undermine the authority* 
the mystique of superiority sur¬ 
rounding the Establishment, 

Tony Weaver dogmatically pro¬ 
claims: “a non-violent revolution 
will be the only kind worth having” 
and condescendingly adds: “This no 
doubt involves changes in economic 
and social relations', from which he 
concludes that 

it will only be earned out by men 
ifld women who have an a i net! a higher 
level of behaviour, in terms of recipro¬ 
city between human beings, than an 


aggressive attempt to get the belter of 
i hr powers Ihm he (or their substitutes 
iho police) for the moment, 

A proper revolutionary ha$ long 
grown out of mere rebellion. Let us 
get down to the business of educating 
and training ourselves. 

“Educating and training our¬ 
selves” for what? If we understand 
Tony Weaver correctly it consists 
in not being beastly to the police 
who, as the pacifist saying goes, are 
only “doing their job”; in bringing 
about a better understanding be¬ 
tween worker and boss—failing 
which, presumably, ihe workers will 
have to wait until the bosses “have 
attained a higher level of belt a vi our 
in terms of reciprocity” and in the 
event that they show no inclination 
for ihjs “higher level of behaviour 1 ' 
what theft? Does the fault lie with 
us? Must wc r like Boxer, declare 
that we must “get down to the 
business of educating and training 
ourselves" still more?" 

* 

'J'HE only kind of revolution worth 
having, is, in our opinion, the 
one which results in the weakening 
of governmental power and a cor¬ 
responding increase in responsibility, 
and direct control of their affairs, by 
the people. If such a revolution 
can be “non-violent" so much the 
better, for it will indicate that the 
revolutionaries are strong and the 
forces of reaction are weak, divided, 
rotten. But supposing that the revo¬ 
lutionary forces and those of re- 
a^ujp^re both strong: the Former v 
trained in “the business of educa¬ 
tion” by Tony Weaver, and the 
latter in the business of capitalism 
by (Tooth and) Gore buttressed by 
the weight of the Law, the police, 
the Army, the Civil Service, the 
aspiring politicians, and capitalists, 
the specialists: scientists, intellec¬ 
tuals, economists, publicity brain- 
washers et alia —what scrap of 
evidence is there to show that com¬ 
rade Weaver's dogmatic—to our 
minds, naive- -faith in the power of 
education per se is justified in fact? 

The so-called “violent" revolution¬ 
ary anarchists have always recognis¬ 
ed thai violence is a dangerous, un¬ 
predictable weapon. It must be so 
in any situation where “reciprocity 
between human beings”—which im¬ 
plies social and economic equality— 
is replaced by one in which “might 
is rig, hi". If "'reciprocity” were in 
fact the existing stale of affairs, we 
would be Ihe first to condemn the 
solution of differences by resort to 
force. But this reciprocity does not 
exist today, and to assume thal it 
can be achieved without “provok¬ 
ing" violence on the part of those 
whose privileges depend on the 
maintenance of the status qua, is to 
display a faith in the power of pure 
Reason which, if valid, would have 
long ago removed the antagonisms 
which are ihe root of the class 
struggle. One can solve human 
problems by reason only in a 
society, a community, a family, i 
governed by reason. Reason is ihc 
art iff persuasion; persuasion, which 
is neither blackmail nor a con-, 
fidenec trick, cun only operate in the’ 
common interest when the argument 
is not vitiated by personal consider¬ 
ations of material gain or loss. If 
reason, education, were the criteria 
for the establishment of a har¬ 
monious society I hen ii is in the 
seats of learning and among the 
leisured classes that one should seek 
the advocates of social justice and 
revolution, Apart from the ex¬ 
ceptions fund how many of them 
in (fie eveni turn out to Ik armchair- 
fairweathcr- revolutionaries?) the 
socially privileged classes use their

What Michef* has 
called the “iron law of oligarchy", has 
operated even in professedly anarchist 
organizations, as was shown in the 
Iberian Anarchist Federation during the 
Spanish Civil War and the Fretich fed¬ 
eration tn the early 'fifties It is the 
good fortune of the anarchist movement 
that its adherents have generally proven 
” unorgan is bJe” sod various grandiose 
schemes of general organisation have 
been wrecked by their conscious or un¬ 
conscious individual ism. The only group¬ 
ing— apart from purely temporary, ad 
hoc protest or emergency movements— 
that seems capable of keeping an anar¬ 
chist character is that based on personal 
affinities and small enough to allow each 
member a direct voice in alt decisions.

The writer i|,%]rider no illusions that 
everythin# would be plain sailing for 
such an unofficial committee of inquiry, 
as it would pre&u lably meet with little 
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approval from the authorities or thc 
prew which serves them, although it 
might for instance introduce the writer 
of the Guardians headline article of 
16/4/63, who saw that the temper of 
the march wan inflamed by the appear¬ 
ance of the mounted police, and that 
the latter physically attacked demon¬ 
strators. to ihc writer of the above- 
mentioned Leader, who doesn't believe 
that such things happen Despite Lhe 
difitaihics it might face, it could provide 
a useful exercise and lesson both to the 
people who took pari, and to liberal 
thinking people throughout the country, 
in. the relationships between power and 
truth, between the press and the dis¬ 
semination o! facts. 

If it had to publish its findings in 
the farm of a duplicated pamphlet, Lhe 
RSG aifair has shown that even this 
despised form of publication can be 
very cifccLivc, if the subject matter is 
of sufficient interest. 

It is important thgl the consequences 
of events such as the clash between the 
police and the march on Easter Monday 
should be exploited to the full by ihc 
libertarian movement, in bringing home 
the fact that the solution of social prob¬ 
lems can be best achieved by free, 
anarchical methods than by autboriiftrian 
uues. Fur instance it i» obvious that 
tha circulation of essential traffic in 
C'eiflraL London on Easier Monday 
would be easier if traffic control were 
put into the hand* of the CND mat 
sfmla and the police took the day oil. 
but such a thing wilt presumably not be 
a Ho wed because of (he ctfcet of a 
realJwtiufi thm ihc “authority” of mm 
uniformed people using commons use 
and co operation raiher than the threat 
of pTLisecutluri can lie cllective in solving 
a genuine problem 

lhe Ultimate object of anarchism is 
social revolution, which will undoubted¬ 
ly be resisted by the state with all the 
force at its command, bul before that 
can be attained, its day to day activities 
imriL involve exposing the uvclevsnets 
of stale iivklilutkm* for any other pur¬ 
pose than protecting those in authority, 
and demon**rati rig the effectiveness of 
those springing from the free organrxa- 
tinti of the people

Exisfence demands the opposition of 
two principles, one, the principle of di»- 
ordef. of Individualism or anarchy, is 
the clbcr, the principle of order, of col- 
lectivjsm, of authority As related to 
Mankind, these are symbolised by lhe 
concepts of Freedom and of God, Be 
tween ihcm the eternal struggle goes on; 
without eilher there would bo nothing 
to argue over. 

Sometimes we shall be on one side, 
sometimes on the other No set of prin¬ 
ciples can he propounded for choosing 
either.
